We have generally agreed that masses 
of men employed by masses of cap- 
ital must deal collectively lo assert 
their rights and make themselves fell 
as a force in modern industry. 


13ul Ihe exact techniques by which 


Iho organized labor of men may or- 
ganize and Ireat with organized mass- 
es of capilal and come amicably lo 
sane and workable relationships are 
in their experimental phase. 
Such 


a 
condition, with labor exercising 


a share in the conduct of industry 
in some way proporlionale lo its im- 
lorlance, is industrial democracy. 


Yet labor ha.s not itself learned pei- 


iectly the lessons of democratic cun- 
dust of even its own agencies. There 
can be no real industrial democracy.

fectly the lessons of democratic con- 
duct of even ils own agencies.

Rifles Come Ahead 
of Refrigerators 
in Defense

MANSFIELD, Ohio — To a happy 


handful of U. S. communities, defense 
business has spelled BOOM, in big 
capitals. To another small, but sor- 
rowful, .segment of America, it ha? 
meant almost complete industrial col- 
lapse. 


Bui to the average priority-per- 


plexed chamber of commerce, defense 
business has proven a mixed blessing. 
It has cut pay-rolls al the north end 
of town; at Ihe south end, padded 
thorn—but not, all loo often, with the 
north end's newly unemployed. 


Such n typical industrial commun- 


ity is nervous, hopeful Mansfield, 
Ohio, south of huff-puffing Cleveland. 
Twelve percent of the business in 
this town of 38,000, served up in a 
blue-green bowl of middle Ohio hills, 
is defense business. Mansfield Tire 
and Rubber . . . Ohio Brass . . Empire 
Steel. 


But 44 percent of the town's payi'oll 


is paid out in Westinghousc's 38-acre, 
silver-roofed plant. As if priorities 
were not enough, tho OPM has said 
rifles 
before refrigerators. So 1000 


Wcstinghousc workers, 
employed 
a 


few weeks ago, are now "on fur- 
lough," r.nd the end's not in sight. 


Stove Workers til a Standstill 
• 


On a similar griddle is the Tappan 


Stove Co., which made mobile kit- 
chens in World War I. It would like 
to do so again, but to date ils only 
military requisitions are two sample 
orders for Iho army. You can't keep 
1000 workers slaving over two shoves 
for six months, nor over a subcon- 
tract, even rated A-l-B, for galley 
equipment that will go into Martin 
bombers—you can't until bomber*i'iro- 
duclion is sufficienlly large, which 
mighl be nexl sprin gand then -'again 
mighl not. 


Until Uncle Sam hands Tappan prio- 


rities for military equipment, Tapan' 
stoves, like Wcstinghousc refrigera- 
tors, cry for "critical" materials. Sub- 
stitutions for brass, chromium and 
aluminum have already been made, 
but the shortage of other essentials, 
despite a year and a half of frantic 
foraging, is breathing warmly down 
Mr. Tappan's neck. 


"Sometimes," glooms Tappan de- 


fense manager, F. A. Weaver, "we 
send a half-Ion truck to Cleveland 
for available trimmings, handles and 
gadgets things we used lo get by the 
carload." 


"We'll make anything we can make 


and a lot of thing we'd have to learn 
to make," says Reese Mills, of the 
Wcstinghouse merchandising division, 
echoing the sentiments of every prior- 
ity-pinched business man in tho na- 
tion, estinghouso is getting a break the 
average industrialist isn't however. 
Some 700 workers will be employed lo 
fill a ?3,000,000 binocular order—as 
soon as tools arc installed. 


Tools. Thats the rube for compan- 


ies like Westinghousc and Tapan and 
a good many smaller Mansfield indus- 
tries. Manufacturing Mansfield makes, 
among other things, book binders, 
blank books, buckets, building blocks 
truck bodies, brass castings, boxes, 
bcdsprings, root beer, burial vaults 
and men's braces. On the one hand, 
they're at back-loggcrhcads with pri- 
orilies for their consumer-goods pro- 
ducts and can't fill their orders. 


On the other hand, their kind of 


production runs long on man power in 
proportion to heavy equipment, so 
Ihey have few hydraulic presses and 
similar supercssentials to the manu- 
facture of such sluff as any army 
ordnance man's dreams arc made on. 


It's a vicious circle. The only way 


lo got army work is to have machine 
tools. Machine tools arc next lo im- 
possible to got unless you have army 
orders. 


Real cslate promoters behind such homes as the sc under construction in Mansfield, Ohio, apparently 


don't believe in the threat of a priorities depression. 


It will be a good many months before Mansfield, Ohio's big Wcsl- 


iiiKhousc plant can get into enough defense production to keep pace 
with layoffs made necessary »)}' restrictions and priorities affecting 
consumer goods. Meantime such workers as these and others in similar 
Mansfield industries, discuss the securities of their jolis as they lunch al 
close-to-work bcancrics. 


Navy Captures

Ship Flying U. S. 
, Flag When Taken 


in Atlantic 


WASHINGTON — (/P)— The 
Navy 


Department announced Sunday night 
that a United States cruiser had cap- 
tured an Axis merchant ship Novem- 
ber 6 in Atlantic equatorial waters 
with a United States flag displayed on 
cither side of her hull and on deck.

all diseases affecting dairy cattle, 
and causes more loss In milk 
pro- 


duction lhan nny other disease. Not 
only is there loss in milk produc- 
tion, but in some cnses the cow has 
to be sold. 


Sanitation is the best known pre- 


ventive, reports Paul Cavruth of the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, and farmers are urged | 
to apply all the sanitation practices 
known to help combat this disease. 
Some practices that have been found 
satisfactory to control mastitis can 
do much to prevent it. he said. 


If the milker will wash his hands 


with soap and water after milking 
each cow and leave cows known to be 
infected until last, it will aid ma- 
terially in control. 


All milk utensils should be kept 


clean and sterilized with a steam or 
a chlorine solution. The teats and 
udder should also be washed with a 
chlorine solution. 


Cows infected should be kept isolat- 


ed and in clean, comfortable quar- 
ters. If the infection is rather severe 
and if the cows are not valuable as 
breeding animals, it is by all means 
best to sell the animals for immediate 
slaughter. The longer they are kept 
on the farm the more danger there 
is in getting the infection scattered 
among other animals in the herd. 


If a milking machine is used, all 


precaution should be taken to see that 
it is sterilized after each milking, as 
well as after each cow. 


Mastitis causes the greatest loss not 


only in milk production but also loss 
in dairy cattle. Consequently, dairy 
farmers should be watchful for any 
abnormality in the cows' udders, and, 
if they develop, 
a 
veterinanirian 


should be called to assist in treat- 
ing the animals.

His inegnious horticultural surgery 


has developed sweet potatoes far im- 
proved as food for human consump- 
tion, for livestock feed and for man- 
ufacturing starch—types now grown 
by farmers throughout 
the nation, 


from California to Virginia and from 
Louisiana to Indiana. 


By inducing sweet potatoes to bloom, 


some as prettily as garden flowers, 
Dr. Miller has discovered radical types 
which he's blended into varieties su- 


centuries," says the -15-year-old South 
Carolina born scientist. 


While husky Dr. Miller is best 


known for sweet potato research, this 
is only a comparatively recent project 
in his dozen-year campaign at L. S. 
U. to develop scores of plants adapta- 
ble to the southland. 


The federal government helps pay 


for the work and gives him helpers. 


Dr. Miller first found improving the 


sweet potato a slow process since only 
one plant with characteristics differ- 
ent from its parent would develop 
from about 10,000 plants obtained from 
slips. 


He decided to make the sweet pota- 


to bloom so it could be crossed and 
individualistic seed obtained. He in- 
duced plants to flower by chopping 
their roots nearly through.
